the clash at Carrizal yesterday as an 
incident aggravating gravely strained 
relations, but not of itself likely to 
precipitate. general hostilities. So far 
as the Washington administration is 
concerned, no final decision can be 
reached until President Wilson has re- 
ceived a report on the fight from 
American army officers, 

A despatch from General Funston 
late today said General Pershing had 
heard of the affair only through _re- 
ports from field headquarters. Cav- 
ulry started immediately to get in 
touch with the detachment, which is 
supposed to be returning toward the 
fleld base at Colonia Dublin, more than 
sixty miles from the scene of the fight- 
ing. 

Prepare For War. { 

Preparations by the war depart- 
ment for possible war with the Mexi- 
cun government went forward here to- 
day without interruption. At the same 
time there came hints that General 
Carranza had been almost persuad- 
ed by European influences not to

persist in a course certain to bring on 
a conflict, 

Many officials here have not aban- 
doned hope of a peaceful outcome, 
basing their hopes against war on re- 
ports that have reached them in- 
directly that the Carranza govern- 
ment is inclined to seek a peaceful 
Way out. 

Whatever the facts may prove to 
be when General Pershing's report 
arrives, it is certain that no steps to- 
ward reprisals will be taken, at least 
until that report has been carefully 
studied. One of -the first actions 
would be to demand the release of the 
Americans said to have been captur- 
ed, =< . 

Attack Bluejackets, 

Neither is it probable there will be 
any immediate move as a result of the 
incident Sunday at Mazatlan, where 
Mexican soldiers made an unprovoked 
attack on American bluejackets, ac- 
cording to an official report to the 
navy department today from the com- 
mander of the gunboat Annapolis. 

Should General Pershing's report 
on the Carrizal fight show the Car- 
ranza forces to have been the aggres- 
sors, there also, an opportunity to ex- 
plain the two incidents probably 
would be given the de facto govern- 
ment before any drastic step was 
ordered by President Wilsoi.

FOR THE CATTLE 
TRADE IN WEST 


Presence of Argentine Buyers for 
Pure Bred Shorthorns Raises 
Prices in States 


TORONTO, June 22.-—-The outlook 
for the cattle trade in Canada is better 
than it ever was, in the opinion of 
Hon, Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture for Alberta, who has 
been attending sales of shorthorns in 
the United States and Ontoria, 
Thomas Stanton's sale at Wheaton, 
Ill, made an average of $1,200 per 
animal for 26 head, gdaid Mr., Mar- 
shall, the largest average in America 
for years. It was significant that 
practically all Stanton'’s cattle were 
bought in Canada. 

The present demand and high 
prices in the United States was ac- 
counted for to quite an extent by 
the presence of Argentine buyers 
who came this year for pure-bred 
shorthorns for the first time. 

“Several bulls have sold 
land this winter,” said Mr. 
“for from seven hundred to _ fifteen 
thousand guineas apiece, and were 
all going to the Argentine and Ar- 
gentine buyers have paid most of the 
long prices at the Old Country auc- 
tion sales in the last number of 
years, Through the efforts of the 
American Shorthorn Breeders’ As- 
sociation they are now buying in the 
United States.

NEARLY 10,000 MORE 
BIRTHS IN ALBERTA 
THAN DEATHS IN ’15 
Registrar General's “Report Gives In- 


teresting Statistics—1798 Birth 
in BHdmonton 


The annual report of the registrar 
general's department for the province 
for the year 1915 shows that the 
births last year numbered 13,452 
against 13,685 for 1914, a decrease of 
233; the marriage 4,202 against 4,623, 


a decrease of 421; and the deaths 
3,588 against 4,147, a decrease of 
559. In regard to the births it is 


pointed out that the decrease is not 
so much us was anticipated, as owing 
to the war, the population of the pro- 
vince must have been depleted. 

These figures are of the actual 
births, marriages and deaths in 1915; 
registrations made during that period 
for other years not being included. 
This, it is explained, will account for 
the discrepancy between the registra- 
tions recorded by the city and those 
in the office of the registrar general. 

According to the registrations in 
the provincial department there were 
1,798 births in Edmonton last year 
compared with 1,842 in 1914; 591 
deaths against 652, and 948 marriages 
against 1,009, | 

Whe registration of marriages 
shows a decreage for the whole pro- 
vince of 421, the lowest record since 
the year 1911, also probably, the 
report states, resulting from the de- 
creased population. There were four 
brides under the age of 15 as con 
pared with six in the previous year; 
and, in this connection, attention is 
drawn to the fact that an amend- 
ment to the marriage ordinance act 
last sess’ of the legislature makes 
it now illegal for marriages to be con- 
tracted under that age. 

In regard to deaths the comment 
is made that with the exception of 
disease of early infancy, tuberculosis 
still exacts the heaviest toll, with 
pieumonia second, The number of 
children under the age of one during 
1915 was 1,283, constituting 339 of 
the total deaths, compared with 332 
for 1914, and 324 for 1913. ‘The 
registrations indicate that the great- 
est mortality occurs among these in- 
fants where there has been no medi- 
cal man in attendance.

Member banks supply all the capital 
of the federal reserye banks and ure 
required to put in the federal banks 
an amount of gold equal to a fixed 
percentage of their deposits. Federal 
reserve banks are authorized to lend 
money or rediscount to the member 
banks; also to issue currency secured 
by commercial paper. Each of the 
twelve banks hag directors, part of 
whom are elected by member banks, 
and a federal agent appointed by the 
President of the United States, and 
all are under general supervision by 
the federal reserve board, appointed 
by the President. The purpose of the 
system is to make the banks of the 
country more efficient, by providing a 
means for promptly rediscounting pa- 
per, and supplying currency when 
the need arises, A weekly statement 
of the condition of the banks is pub- 
lished every Saturday,
